1,680 carats. Ic was found in Brazil 
and hus never been cut. The most 
important cut stone of Brazil is that 
called the Star of the South, which 
was found by a negress in 1858. t 
was appropriated by the mine owner 
who gave her in return a pension for 
life. The stone was sold for $15,000, 
the new owner depositing it in the 
Bank of Rio Janeiro and receiving 
on this security a loan many times 
greater than the value paid for the 
gem. The diamond was at length 
sold for ten ‘times the amount paid. 
It was finally acquired by a syndicate 
and cut in oval form ata cost cf 
$2,600 by a firm in Amsterdam. An 
Indian Rajah offered more than half 
a million dollars for it, but was re- 
fused. A little later it was bought for 
the Gaekwar of Baroda.

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DOG SMUGGLING BY AERO 


A Customs Officer. Tells How Dog 
lovers Dodge Quarantine for Their 
Pets 

Smuggling dogs into England from 
broad is now quite a recognized in- 
lustry, and well organized, remarked 
a Customs’ Officer at Dover, the other 
day, to Mr. P. Doubreyou. There are 
men at Calais, Dieppe and other cont!- 
nental porte, who will guarantee to get 
any dog across the Channel and deliv- 
er him to any place in England that 
may be agreed upon. 

Their charges range high, from $100 
to $250, according to the size and breed 
of the animal, but wealthy dog-lovers 
do not mind paying generously in or 
der to spare their pétes the ignomy of 
having to undergo three months’ quar 
antine and themselves the discomfort 
of being separated from them during 
all\that long period. 

Of course, there are also people who 
try to smuggle their dogs across on 
thelr own. They are usually women, 
and I may add‘that they very rarely 
succeed. F 

The big bag muffs now so popular 
are the usual receptacles for small 
toy dog. Only the other day I had 
my suspicions aroused by the exceed- 
ingly careful wey a welldressed lady 
passenger was carrying one of these 
down the gangway from one of the 
Channel mall steamers. Pretending 
to stumble, I ;rabbed the muff fairly 
hard, and as I expected, a yelp was 
emitted from inside. The lady dog 
smuggler had to pay about $25 fines 
and costs, and her pet went into quar- 
antine after all. 

Toy bulls are the easiest dogs to 
smuggle because they neve, bark. We 
once found one of this particular breed 
at the bottom of a big Saratoga trunk 
beneath a pile of costly dresses, It 
had evidently suffered considerably 
from “ts prolonged confinement, in 
fact it was half-suffocated; yet it nev- 
er uttered a sound. 

On another cccasion the lid of a 
cardboard box which was supposed to 
contain assorted French chocolates, 
started bulging upwards in a strange 
manner. On taking it off there emerg- 
{ed to view one of the smallest black 
pomerians I ever saw. It weighed 
only three pounds, and was valued 
by its owner at 500 guineas. 

Actors and actresses are among the 
most persistent sinners in the matter 
of dog smuggling. They run over to 
Paris, or Vienna, or wherever it may 
be, in order to fulfill a professional 
engagement, and thoughtlessly take 
their pets with them, ignoring or for- 
getting the regulations as to quaran- 
tine on readmission to the .United 
Kingdom. 

Wealthy society women, too, not In- 
frequently suffer from similar lapses 
of memory. ~ It is people of this type 
who patronize the professional dog 
smugglers alluded to above. Many of 
them don't mind what they pay.

PRACTICAL HEALTH HINT. 


Heat Prostration. 

Heat prostration may occur to 
those who are not exposed to 
the direct rays of the sun, but 
who are living under conditions 
accompanied by great heat and 
bumidity, such as workers in 
laundries, bakeries, foundries, 
etc. In this condition premoni- 
tory symptoms or warning signs, 
such as a sick stomach, vomit- 
ing, a feeling of faintness, dizzi- 
ness and at times a sense of tin- 
gling throughout the body, are 
usually in evidence. 

During very hot weather per- 
sons having these symptoms 
should go to a Goo), shady spot, 
sit.or lie down and keep perfect- 
ly quiet, awaiting medical at- 
tendance. In heat exhaustion or 
heat prostration the body tem- 
perature is never elevated, but 
may be below normal; the skin 
fs frequently found cool and 
clammy, with free perspliation; 
the pulse ts fast and weak. The 
afflicted person is very restless 
and may be unconscious. The 
natural appearance is often the 
same as that of a person who 
bas fainted. Although in expert 
hands warmth may be applied 
and stimulants administered, yet 
it is advised; lest a mistake be 
made in determining the exact 
condition of the individual, not 
to give any remedies, but to 
awalt the arrival of a doctor, 
who should be sent for at once, 
and the person removed to a 
cool, well ventilated room as 
soon as poasible.

To be Amended 


Hon. Wiltian J Roche, minister 
of the interior, who is making a tour 
of western Canada, announced in 
Edmonton that the homestead regu 
lations will be amended so that sett 
lers in the timber districts may raise 
livestock instead of cultivating their 
lands to prove up their claims, also 
that the federal goverament will 
abolish the stipulation that at least 
$300 be exvended upon a dwelling on 
the homestead, Less time, too, will 
be allowed for proving up pre empted 
lands. Dr. Roche suid also that the 
Hudson Bay railroad, constructed by 
federal government, will be complet- 
ed and in operation within 18 montbs, 
and that good roads will be built in 
the farmiug districts. Ten million 
dollars bas been set aside this year 
for agricultural purposes, the minis- 
ter added, avd the department will 
do everything in its power to improve 
farming and ranching conditions in 
the west,

Prisoners Shcild be Examined by Phy- 
sicians to Determine Whether In- 
sane of Criminal - 


That crime is a.good thing because 
it brings us"to understand social prob- 
lems is the sta:tling theory recently 
advanced by Prof. Benjamin Moore 97 
University College, Liverpool, at the 
recent annual meeting of the British 
Medical Asgociation. A special sess- 
ion was held at which the treatment 
of crime and criminals was discussed. 

Perfect laws would show-that we 
were ho longer progressing, said Doc- 
tor Moore. QJ]d crimes are disappear- 
ing and new crimes are arising, and I 
trus: new crimes will always rise. 

¥Yollowing Doctor: Moora’s address, 
Doctor Passmorc, superintendent of 
the Croydon hospital for the insarie, 
urged that when a man who commits 
a crime is apprehended, someone be 


appointed to examin» the prisoner to}. 


ascertain whether he is insane or 
criminal. After such an examination 
Doctor Passmore said, the proper 
treatment could be prescribed. 

The Rev. C. B. Simpsen, chaplain 
inspector of prisons, who had been in- 
vited to give his conclusion- as to the 
proper treatment of crime, defended 
the preserft penal system, especially 
emphasizing his belief that impriscn- 
ment is an effective deterrent to 
crime. He maintained that the atti- 
tude of many who are sent to jail is 
that of once bitten, twice shy. 

Directly cuntzery to conventional 
ideas of criminology were the theories 
of Captain St. John, the bonorary sec- 
retary of tio Penal Reform. League. 
A: the harm done to society by all the 
burglars and all the thieves is a mere 
bagatelle compared -with te harm 
done by the law courts of England, he 
declared, 

Everybody knows the law courts 
are making cr minals day by day, sald 
Captain St. John. We heave to pro- 
tect ourselves ot only from criminals 
but also from people who deal with 
criminals. 

The experience of a period of im- 
priscnment ..s « suffragette was given 
ir ‘Woman’s Social aid Political Un- 
fon.’ Miss Allen said: 

I have asked suffragists in jail what 
is the one thing they most craved 
while in prison. Their reply was: Cof- 
fee, vinegar or aleohol. As for my- 
self, ducing the three wees I spent in 
Holloway jail I used to He awake be- 
tween 3 and 6 in the morning and say 
to myself that if I got out I would 
take green chartreuse, although I had 
never tsken any in my life before. But 
when I came out I refrained from do- 
ing so because I was afraid. There 
is not’ enough sunshine and fresh air 
i. prison, and long sentences undoubt- 
edly cause a weakening of the will. 

Pe haps the most intercsting speak- 
er at the meeting was Prince Peter 
Kroputkin, the famous Russian scien- 
tist and enemy of despoi‘sm, who 
since his »secpe from St. Peter an. 
St. Paul prison, has spent most of his 
time in En:jand. The prince 
years old and has recently recovered 
from a severe illness. He was intro- 
duced to his audience as an old fail- 
bird who had cpent two years in Rus- 
sian jails and 4 furthe, period in 
French prisons. The prince asserted 
that impriscnment is not ar effective 
force in deterring crime.

eee 


cr Paps Disasters 

nee the terrible Titanic disaster, 
tothe ts and engineers have been de- 
‘which-ships may detec 

Icebergs. ‘The old method consisted of 
lowering a ther>:ometer into the wa- 
ter when the coberg zone wis being 
approached, the distance of the ice- 
bergs being judged according to the 


- Since the increase in the speed of 
big liners, however, th.s method has 
been found to be quite inadequate, be- 
ing neither safe, Quick nor accurate. 
One of the most Teéliable inventiohs 
for detecting icebergs at sea seems to 
be that of Dr. Coplans, of the Univer- 
sity of Leeds, who has invented an ap- 
Paratus which detects the D.enence of 
icebergs by giving readings of the sa- 
line contents of the water, The near- 
er an iceberg is to the ship the less is 
the amount of salt in solution in the 
water. In conjunction with the Unit- 
ed States and Canadian Governments 
Dr. Coplans has been carrying out a 
Series of experiments on these lines 
which are expected to have most im- 
Portant results, and. .whic:. should do 
muck towards rendering impossible 
such disastors as that *-hich overtook 


Anvther invention of which high 
hopes are entertained is what is known 
as the microthermometer, an instru- 
ment ex: bling very much closer read- 
ings of the temperature of the water 
to be obtained than js possible with an 
ordinary thermometer. It ig also self- 
recording. 

It is a curioug fact, by the*way, ir 
regard to this instrument, tha, when 
an iceberg is being approached the in- 
Strument actually records :. rise in 
temperature, this, however, b ‘ng fol- 
lowed by a rapid fall. The explana- 
tion is that the water rom a melting 
iceberg, leaving the berg at its cold- 
est, gradually travels outward and be- 
comes warmed by the absorption of 
heat from the sun. : 

Submarine signalling, too, for the 
prevention of disasters in foggy wea- 
ther, is also being closely studied by 
experts, for it is recognized that there 
is much room for improvement in the 
Signalling apparatus used .t the pre- 
sent time on board ship. Fog-horns, 
sirens, and other apparatus used for 
sending sound through the air to or 
from ships at sea are regarded as very 


LE | Unsatisfactory, and it is estimated that 


in ten years no fewer than 1,000 ves- 
sels were wrecked, resulting in the 
loss of 600 human lives, owing solely 
to aberrations of sound or ‘o echoes. 

The modern system of’ submarine 
signalling consists of b‘lls sunk in at 
least 20 feet of water, operated by elec- 
tricity or pneumatic or hydraulic pres- 
sure, It is said that a submarine bell 
can be heard at a greater distance 
than any fog-horn, siren, or an; other 
generally used air signal or device, 
and it is recorded that one cf these 
bells was heard at a distance of from 
ten to fiftsen miles, 

The receiving apparatus is very sim- 
ple, consisting of two éast-iron tanks, 
which are placed below the water-line 
on either side of the ship’s bows and 
in contact with the shell of the ship. 
In each tank ig the microphone, which 
iz connected by an electric telephone 
system and the bridge. There the na- 
vigating officer has suitable rece‘vers 
and switches which enabl2 him to lis- 
ten on either side of the ship. If he 
alters the course of the ship_on heer- 
ing the bell so that the intensity of 
the sound is equal on both sides of the 
ship then the bell lies straight in front 
and according to the intensity of the 
various sounds he is able to avoid 
danger.

At the urgent request of the Lord 


The London ' imes ha: undertaken to 
raise $450,000 to save the Crystal Pal- 
ace which -he Court of Chancery had 
ordered sold by auction, and make tt ; 
Lalace and its grounds, covering some 
200 acres, public property instead of 
being split up into building lots. 

For nearly two years the presert 
Lord Mayor and two predecessors had 
been seeking to raise $1,160,000 neces- 
sury to make the purchase, and des 
peiring of completing the. fund, Sir 
David Burnett appealed t the London 
Times tc opeti its. columns for sub- 
cribtions to the amount of $450,000, 
that being his estitiate of the balanca 
he will be unableé to obtain. The Times 
responded to the appeal with the ex- 
vianation: 

So far as we are awar: The Times 
has never before, in all its long history 
made so direct an appeal to its read- 
ers for a large sum of money for an 
important national object as we make 
today. But the circum” ‘ances are . n- 
usual and the case, in our opinion, as 
cogent as it is intrinsicall- good. 

King George promptly subscribed 
$1,000, Q.een Mary $500 and Que.a 
Alexandra $500. 

Lord Plymouth, whose means and 
public spirit enabled him to advance 
the $1,150,000 needed t. preserve the 
property, gave $25,000. 

A private citizen, whose identity is 
to remain unknown except to the Lord 
Mayor and The Times, offered to con- 
tribute ten shillings for every sover- 
eign subscribed by the end c_ a certain 
month, Nmiting his responsib‘lity in 
this ~espect, however, to $150,000. 

The Times gave $5,000, the Duke of 
Westminster $5,000, W. Perkins Ball 
$5,000, the Rothschilds $1,250, and fur- 
ther .arge and small sums were soon 
added. 

The other rewspapers of England 
immediately rallied to the support of 
The Times, and the prospect is favor- 
able tor speedily securing Crystal Pal- 
ace for the 1 ation.

Forty-Sixth Anniversary of Great Am- 
munition Company 

Just forty-six years ago, with the 
spirit of reconstruction then abroad in 
the land as a moving influence, began 
the first successful manufacture of 
nictailic cartridges in the United 
Slates.

Nearly all the special ma- 
chines required were the inventions of 
Mr. Hobbs. At first, rim fire cart- 
ridges were turned out, but with Col. 
Berdan's revolutionary invention of the 
primer, central fire cartridges became 
the -bulk of the output. The far-fam- 
ed primers developed by the Reming- 
ton U.M.C. experts have enabled the 
company’s ammunition to go through 
all climatic conditions and prove ab- 
solutely normal in any test.

Muscallonge, Pike and Plckerel 
all Closely Related. 

Three divisions of the pike family 
are known to anglers, and these are 
named muscallonge, pike and picker 
el. The gamest of the group, of 
course is the.muscallonge, and stu- 
dents claim that two varieties are 


are 


found. This may or may not be 
true, but they confuse the Great 
Northern pike with the muskle in 


many parts of the country. 

In thig section we generally con- 
sider the muscallonge as the largest 
member of the pike family as specl- 
mens as large as 100 pounds have 
been reported, but in Europe the com- 
mon pike often runs to a correspond- 
ing size. 

Muscallonge, plke and pickerel of 
course, ara all more or less similar 
in shape, and their fins are of the 
same number, the base body coloring 
of green or yellow also being simi- 
lar in the different species. In all 
too, ths belly color ranges from white 
to cream. But this is as far as the 
similarity goes. In the muscallonge 
the body markings are always and 
invariably a dark brown or black and 
are either round spots or vertical 
blotches, according* to one well 
known author.
